L>arge crowds gathered in Dublin 
Afonday morning to welcome the 
released Irish prisoners, all of 
whom, with the exception of 
Countess Markievlcx, arrtred at 8 
o'clock. Men with tanners escorted 
the fonner prisoners to their homes. 
There was much singing of Irish 
songs and a great deal of cheering, 
but there were no signs of disor- 
der. 

In tlip llousp of CommonB on 
M(inila.\ ( liiiiicellor Bonar Law was 
aski'il whether tlip prisoners liad 
been released on condition that the 
Sinn Fein party phould participate 
In the forthcoming Irish convention. 
He replied that the prisoncis had 
been freed unconditionally. The 
Chancellor added that the Sinn Fein 
movement in Ireland was not or- 
ganised, as far as he was wware, 
in such a way that any person or 
persons could speak authoritatively 
for those engaged in it, and that the 
iJovemment did not think that the 
holding of the convention could be 
dependent upon the assent or dis- 
sent of individual Irishmen. 




-Ml the prisoners taken in the 
Irish rrhoUion ol Ka.stci- .'^iinday, 
l!M(i, will bo it'loascd without res- 
ervation Thi.s announcement wa.s 
made In the Hou.sc ol roniiuons by 
Andrew Bonar Liiw, who said that 
the Government WW. iliat by so do- 
ing it would aid in the success of 
the approaching Irish convention, 
which, the Government hoped, 
would effect a reconciliation among 
Irish political partietk. In making 
the announcement Boaar Law said: 
"The Government has given long 
and anxious consideration to the 
position or Irish political prisoners 
and has arrived at the decision It 
now is niy duty to announce. The 
Government has felt, after fil\-lnfe 
careful consideration to the ap- 
proacliinK session of the convention. 
In which Irishmen themselves will 
meet to Mttle the difficult problem 
«f the fatnre administration of their 
country, that this great experiment 
will mark a new era in the rela- 
tibns between Ireland, the United 
Kingdom and the Empire. It is 
therefore desirab'.e beyond measure 
that the convention should meet Is 
an atmosphere of harmony and good 
will. In which all parties can unre- 
servedly Join. Nothing could be 
more regrettable than that the work 
of the convention should be pre- 
judiced at the outset by embilteied 
associatinns which might even hin- 
der the settlement to which all lOOk 
forward with hope. 

"In these clrcuni8t«n«ea the Oot- 
emment has decided It can not give 
better earnest of the spiilt in 
which it approaches the eonTentiou 
than by removing one of the madn 
causes of the serious misunderstand- 
ing of this subject with which it is 
In their power to deal. It has de- 
elded therefore upon the release 
without reservation of all prisoners 
now In confinement in connection 
with the recent rebellion in Ireland. 
They have not, however, arrived 
at this decision without careful con- 
sideration of two aspects of the 
case which It is Impossible to ig;- 
nore. They have satisfied them- 
selves, first, that public security 
would not be endangered t>y such 
an act of grace, and second, that 
in none of the cases concerned was 
participation in the reibelUon ac- 
companied by individual acts which 
would render such a display of 
cleimency impossible. 

"In recommending to the King 
grants of general amnesty to the 
person.^ in question, tlie Government 
has b(^n inspired by the sanguine 
hope fhat their action will be wel- 
comed ' in a spirit of magnanimity 
and that the convention will enter 
opon its ardnoos undertaking in 
circumstances that wUl constitute 
a good angury for the raconcllla 
tion which is the dealt* oit all par 
ties in every part of the United 
Kingdom and the British Umpire 

Mr. Bonar Law's annoonoement 
was received with general cheers. 
Joseph Devlin expressed his grati- 
tude at the decision of the Govern- 
ment, but tlinucht had they been 
advised to coin.- in a decision earlier 
ihey would ha\e avoided much irri 
tation and created at a much earlier 
period the spirit of reconciliation 
and good temper which they hoped 
would prevail In the future. 

Herbert Samuel, for the Elnglish 
Liberals; George J. Wardle, for the 
Labor members; Eugene Wason, for 
the Scottish Liberals, and Ellis 
Griffith, for the Welsh members, 
expressed cordial approval of the 
action of the Government.

The hierarchy and Catholics 
brouphouf the country were deeply 
grieved when they learned that the 
Right Rev. James A. McFauI, 
Bishop of the Trenton diocese for 
nearly a quarter of a century, had 
succumbed to a complication of dis- 
eases Saturday alternoon at Tren- 
ton, N. J. Bishop McFaul had been 
n ill health for more than a year, 
but it was only about a week foe- 
tore that his condition became 
acute. On Thursday he took a turn 
for the worsa and thereafter gmd- 
aally became weaker imtll he lapsed 
Into uneonsoloii«BeBs several hours 
before his death. The tolling of the 
bell of St. Mary's Cathedral an- 
nounced his death. 

Bi.ahop McFaul was bom in Ire- 
land in 1850. He came to this 
country with his parents when a 
child, and the tainily settled on a 
small farm near Hound Brook, N. 
J. He started life as clerk In a 
grocery store In Bound Brook, but 
saved sufficient money to provide a 
liberal education. It was his ambi- 
tion to become a lawyer. In 18M 
he became a student at St. Vincent's 
College, Weatmorelaad, Penn. Later 
he decided to become a Benedictine 
monk, but abandoned the idea. He 
completed bis classical education at 
St. Francis Xavier's College in New 
York, under the tuition of the 
Jesuits. His first ministerial work 
was at Seton Hall College after he 
was ordained by Archbishop Corrl- 
gan. of Newark. His first appoint- 
ment wa.s In 8t. I'ati-ifk's church. 
Jersey City. From llicic lie went 
to the Gathodral in Newark, and in 
1878 he became assistant priest In 
St. Mary's Cathedral, Trenton. In 
188S he was assigned to the pas- 
torate at Long Branch, but returned 
to Trenton in 1890, and- tbe liUe 
Biahiv O'Farrell made him rector 
of the Cathedral and Chancellor of 
the diocese. He was subsequently 
made Vicar General and in 1894 he 
became Bishop. 

In April, 1913, Bishop McFaul 
startled his congregation when he 
selected his grave at I.awrencevllle, 
N. J., and ordered a tombstone 
placed on the site. During a vi.sit 
to the Home for Aged Women at 
that place Bishop McFaul stopped 
before Horrla Hall and aaid: "H^re 
Is wbere I want to be burled." 
Later he ordered Dennis Dooley, 
marbler cutter, to carve him a 
Celtic crom tombstone and see that 
It was placed on his grave. His 
funeral was one of the largest and 
most intpresclve ever witnessed in 
New Jersey, and the rhi;..), could

The latest number of the Ameri- 
can Journal of Sociology, a maga- 
zine numbering among Its con- 
tributors the most eminent of 
American sociologists, brings an In- 
terestinK article from the pen of 
James Harrington Boyd entitled 
"Socialization of the Law." "The 
Hieat ma.ster students," says Boyd. 
"In the development- of the princi- 
ples of jurisprudence of modern 
oiviUaation were Frlederich Carl 
von Savlgny, Bernard WIndscheid 
and Rudolph von Jhering." Of the 
latter we are told: "Dr. Budolpb 
von Jhering died In Ooettingen in 
the fall of 1892. Jhering was at 
the time of his death the most 0ro- 
found student of law thnt the world 
has known." The author then goes 
on to review In some detail the 
various published works of the 
learned scholar. Particular men- 
tion is made of his work entitled 
"I'urpose In Law." 

In connection with the latter 
work it can not but be of genuine 
Interest to point to a ver\ telling 
but little known fact. In an issue 
of the Llterarischer Handwelaer, or 
Literary Oulde, Rev. Wlllielra 
Hohoff, a priest well known for his 
writings on historical and aootologl- 
cal topics, reviewed the Srst edition 
of Dr. Jhering's work in Qvestion. 
In this review he points to the fact 
that the fundamental principles em- 
bodied in Jhering's work were al- 
ready very clearly stated in the 
writings of St. Thomas of Aquin. 
Jhering hereupon wrote in the sec- 
ond edition of "Purpose In Law" 
the followinR words so remarkable 
and so instructive: "He proves to 
me by quotations that this great 
mind has fully and correctly recog- 
nised the Tealistic praetlMl and 
socHal factor, the historical as well 
as the ethical. The Ignorance with 
which he reproaches me I can not 
deny; but with a much greater 
weight of reproach he hits the 
modern philosophers and Protestant 
theologians, who' have neglected to 
Dttllze the magnificent thoughts of 
this man. I a.sk myself in aston- 
ishment: Ilow was It possible that 
such truths, once uttered, could 
full so completely into oblivion 
among onr Protestant men of learn- 
ing? What errors might have been 
avoided if they had known bow to 
take them to heart. As for myself

politicians have announced the 
opening of their campaign for con- 
trol in Kentucky. The first an- 
nouncement IS tlnit William Grape 
Juice Bryan will speak in Louisville 
on .liil.v 1 under the auspices of 
the Dcruix 1 atic Forward League, 
whicti body seeks to berunie the 
ruling power in Kentucky Democ- 
racy wit^ the prohibition Issue as 
the leverage of control. Coincident 
with the announcement of Bryan's 
coming Col. Pat Callahan comes out 
In a broadside against Gov. Stanley, 
criticising an address of the Gov- 
ernor's which he delivered at Lex- 
ington on St. Patrick's day, and 
furthermore goes a long way to 
have it published, the criticism re- 
ferred to being published In a lit- 
tle prohibition pamphlet puML'^lied 
in North Evans, Erie county. New 
York. As all remember. Gov. Stan- 
ley's St Patrick's day address was 
an awlul roast of ttie hypocritical 
and newly-made prohihillunists, and 
that il stuni; there Is iin (loiit)t when 
If was necessary to go all the way 
to New York in so attempt to get 
even with the Governor. One sen 
tence of the crude criticism of 
Stanley reads thus: "Perhaps the 
Governor's thirst at the dry ban- 
quet BO vividly projected bis 
gloomy plight In a dry Kentucky 
that he mentally said: GIVE ME 
DRINK OR GIVE .ME DEATH." 

Callahan's little prohibition organ 
also contains the same old tirade 
against the policies of the Ken 
tucky Irish American, which as 
everyone knows Is au object of the 
Colonel's hatred for several causes 
One because this paper as a Demo- 
crat could not see its way clear 
in supporting him for Congress in 
preference to Swagar Sherley. An- 
other because this peper opposed 
the Colonel's policy of mingling 
with the Junior Order, a strictly 
"aintl-CatholIc society, and in com- 
mon with the bulk of Catholics in 
this city was opposed to his lectur- 
ing at the Junior Order ball as a 
representative Catholic. Another 
and chief rea.son rt'as that this pa- 
per was opposed to Col. Patrick's 
stepping Into the inner councils of 
the Democratic chamber through 
the Haly-Beckham door when it is 
considered that Just four years ago 
Callahan bitterly fought the local 



Denft>cratic ticket headed by Mayor 
Bnscheraeyer, then espousing the 
cause of Axton, the Bull Moose 

nominee, and used Hunter Ross, 
then In his employ, to submarine 
the Democratic ship. Later on Ross 
and Callahan fell out and Ros.s ob- 
tained quite a sum of money In a 
suit compromise, and tliose that 
know say the charges made by Ross 
in his suit were sizzlers. But after 
all the prospective United States 
Senator to succeed Ollie James 
achieved his purpose, as in the same 
pamphlet his picture is printed with 
this phrase, "His business beautifies 
homes and protects them from the 
inclemencies of the weather." 

The prevailing topic In Demo- 
cratic circles this week was the 
foolish campaign being waged by 
Brumleve for Mayor, many of bis 
conservative supporters becoming 
disgusted with his mud-slinging and 
muck-rakinn policies, and men who 
may have voted for him are now 
his worst critics. They say that at 
present he is only working up pos- 
sible campaign material for the 
Repulilican party, and as proof of 
this read the followiug statement 
made by him and which he was 
beguiled Into by the Republican 
Herald: "The Herald," Mr. Brum- 
leve declared, "Is the only newspa- 
per in Louisville that l.^n't cowed 
by the gang. It has the courage to 
print the news." The Herald can 
thus be seen in the role of the 
spider asking the poor little fly 
( Ui iiiiileve) to come into Its parlor. 
Now that the Republicans have 
settled on n ticket and gotten to- 
gether it behooves the Brumleve 
men who still want to affiliate with 
the Democratic party to either curb 
their leader's talk or repudiate him. 

After l>elng overdue some of the 
Brumleve candidates made their 
long delayed announcement this 
week, among them being Frank 
Schuster for County Assessor, Ed 
Early for Police Court Clerk, Owen 
Mann for Tax Receiver, John S. 
Pflanz for Jailer, and Shiloh Hollis 
for C(iiiiin.\ Clerk. The race for 
.Sheriff >lill (unliiiues to be th*- .ih- 
sorliiiif; inpic and it is ruMio!ril lliat 
the Ha ly-|{c( kliani candidate's l)uck- 
ers have been forced to drop some 
of the pie.sent Deputy Sheriffs from 
the list of favored ones and pick 
outsiders to bolster his waning for- 
tunes. Recognising that Senator 
Robertson would be the strongest 
asset as a campaigner and worker 
for the November ticket many city 
and county employes have declared 
themselves In favor of taking the 
Robertson cause, while other candi- 
dates say likewise.

What Is the duty of the citizen 
or subject when his government la 
actually engaged in war? We may 
answer In general terms that when 
a nation declares war the war is a 
law of the land and binds the sub- 
ject to the same extent and for the 
same reason as any other law of 
the land. The whole question is 
simply a question of the obligation 
of the citizen to obey the law. So 
far as the subject is bound to obey 
the law, so far he Is bound to ren- 
der all the aid In prosecuting the 
war the goveinment commands him 
to render aHd in the form in which 
it commands it. 

If the government leaves it op- 
tional with the citizen whetlier to 
take an active part in the war or 
not, he is unquestionably bound to 
remain passive if he beUeves the 
war to be unjust. Bnt^ the subject, 
though entertaining doubts about 
the Justice of a given war la Its 
incipient stages, believing his gov- 
ernment too hasty in its proceed- 
ings, and not so forbearing as it 
might and should have been, yet 
after gie war has been declared, 
after his country is involved in it, 
can retreat only by suffering griev- 
ous wrongs, and seeks now to ad- 
vaaoe only for the purpose of secur- 
ing a Just and lasting peace may, 
no doubt, even volunteer his active 
serviees, if he hoaestly believes 
them to be necessary, for the war 
now has changed Its original charac- 
ter, has ceased to f>e aggressive and 
becomes defensive and Just. In 
such a case love of country and the 
general duty of each citizen to de- 
lend his country, to preserve its 
freedom and independence, over- 
rides the scruples he felt with re- 
gard to the war In it.s Incipient 
stages, and enable liini K; take part 
In it with a safe conscience. But, 
however this may be. It is clear 
that when the government has 
actually declared war, and actually 
commands the services of the sub- 
ject, he Is bound in eonscieaoe, 
whatever may be his private convic- 
tions of the justice of the war, to 
render them on the ground that he 
is bound in conscience to obey the 
law If he takes part in obedience 
to tlie command of the government 
he takes part, even though his 
private con\iction is against the 
war, with a good conscience; be- 
cau.se I lie niolive from whiih he acts 
is not lu prosecute if war he does 
not regarU as Just, but to obey his 
sovereign, whloh he Is not at lib- 
erty not to do and which he must 
do for conscience's sake. 

Our great danger lies in the radi- 
cal tendency which has become so 
wide, deep and active in the Ameri- 
can people. We have to a great ex- 
tent ceased to regard anything as 
sacred or venerable; we spurn what 
la old; war against what Is fixed, 
and labor to set all religious, do- 
mestic and social institutions afloat 
on the wild and tumultous sea of 
speculation and experiment. Noth- 
ing has hitherto gone right; noth- 
ing has been achieved that is worth 
retaining, and man and Providence 
have thus far done nothing but 
commit one continued series o( 
blunders. All things are to be re- 
constructed; the world Is to tbe re- 
cast, and by our own wisdom and 
strength. We must borrow no light 
from the past, adopt none of its 
maxims, and take no data from its 
experience. 

There is much to strengthen this 
radical tendency. Political as- 
pirants, reckless of principle and 
preeily of place, appeal to it as 
their most facile means ol success; 
and the mass of the people, finding 
their passions flattered and their 
prejudices undisturbed, are thrown 
off their guard, presume all is 
right, and cberisfa uaeoasciously the 
enemy that is to destroy them. A 
factitious public opinion grows up, 
becomes supreme, to which whoever 
wishes for some consideration in the 
community in which he lives must 
offer incense, and which he must 
presume on no occasion to contra- 
dict. 1'he majority of the people 
Indeed may not be represented by 
this opinion - may. It is true, not 
approve It— -but they are isolated 
one from another, minding each 
their own affairs, and ignorant of 
their numbers and strength; while 
the few, by their union, muttial ac- 
quaintance, concert and clamor, are 
able to sllenoe any single voice not 
raised la adulation of their idol. 
Political paKies conspire to the 
same end. One party today, anihi- 
tlous of snocess, oourts this taeti- 
tious public opinion as a useful 
auxiliary and succeeds; the other 
must do so tomorrow or abandon all 
hopes of Rucceedinif. Then follows 
a strife of parties, which shall bid 
highest and out-radical the other. 

With such a tendency, wide and 
deep, strong and active, we can not 
but apprehend tbe most serious 
^danger. With It there can be no 
permanent institutions, no govern- 
ment, no society, no virtue no well- 
being.

War is alwayn • national calamity. 
It means destruction of all that 

men have labored long to biilld; It 
means hardships and suffering for 
those who must remain %t home, 
and it means conflict and blood and 
perhapa death for those who are 
called into aotlTe senrlee. Tbe Tme 
Voice truly says any mian who would 
deliberately seek to bring such an 
evil on his country must be counted 
a public enemy. Yet war, like 
other calamities, comes upon us 
whether we want It or net We 
may prate of peaoe and refuse to 
listea to the warnings of Impandlng 
danger. That will not defer or pre- 
vent the calamity 

We are now engaged Jn a war 
that is not of our choosing. We 
would tfadlr hare aroided' It if we 
eonld have pnewred peace (Wlth 
honor. But we were forced into 
war to defend our rights. We were 
compelled to choose the calamity of 
I war in order to avoid a worse 
calamity — ^national dishonor. Now 
that we are face to face with the 
problems not of Impending war but 
of actual war, it is well for us to 
realize how serious a thing war Is. 
We have been living In a fool's 
paradise of pacifist' dreams for a 
doseu years or more. During that 
tlDM we have glyen free relg% to 
indulgence and pleasure. We haVe 
taken up fads and nursed them un- 
der the delusion that we were 
making progress. We were rapidly 
becoming a nation of religious 
trlflera, pleasure mad, and morally 
spineless. 

Now we are oalM baok to funda- 
mental truths. War brings us to a 
sudden halt in our pursuit of pleas- 
ure. It sobers the nation as well 
as individuals. Serious work Is be- 
fore us. Dllettatism has no place In 
the programme of war. Moral dan- 
gers there are that always accom- 
pany the march of armies as well 
as the physical dangers of the 
conflict. Of the two, the moral 
dangers are the more to be feared. 
But these can be guarded against 
to a large eatent by a proper care 
for the soldier In the camps. That 
the work which is now being under- 
taken will safeguard the morals of 
the soldier in the present war we 
have every reason to believe. The 
nation will be tried as it has not 
been tried since the clTll war. We 
hope that the ordeal will have a
